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Man's  major  distinction  over  other 
animals  is  his  capacity  for  learning. 
Man  alone  can  organize  complex  ideas 
and  thoughts  and  then  pass  them  on 
to  others. 

The  function  of  college  is  to  develop 
man's  ability  to  formulate  new  ideas 
and  concepts  and  to  expose  him  to  the 
thoughts  of  the  past. 
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Another's  talents  and  knowledge  can  be  incorpo- 
rated into  one's  own  realm  of  experience  through 
watching  and  listening. 
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Observation  is  not,  however,  the  only 
necessity  for  learning.  Information  must  be 
organized  and  recorded  through  careful 
thought  so  that  it  can  be  drawn  upon  for 
solutions  to  later  problems. 
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Complete  understanding  of  certain 
situations  requires  intense  thought  or 
concentration.  Knowing  what  is  going 
on  is  essential  to  finding  a  proper  so- 
lution. 


Seeing  for  himself  by  scientific  ex- 
ploration what  others  have  told  him 
has  profound  influence  on  man's  ten- 
dency to  remember. 
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The  things  learned  from  others  combine 
with  each  person's  own  experience  to  form 
new  ideas  and  concepts  and  creative  expression 
of  liimself. 
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Though  efficient  thinking  and  learning 
form  the  basis  of  education,  the  need  to 
become  skillful  and  proficient  in  other  ac- 
tivities exists  as  an  integral  part  of  edu- 
cation. 
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Activity  cannot  exist,  however,  without 
the  proper  balance  o£  rest.  A  moment's 
yawn  or  a  prolonged  separation  from  the 
work  to  be  done  helps  break  the  routine  o£ 
academic  activity. 
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The  need  for  relaxation  from 
the  academic  routine  can  be  met 
even  with  a  classroom  joke,  and 
after-school  entertainment  has  also 
become  a  part  of  the  college  scene. 
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Every  college  activity  brings  to- 
gether people  of  different  experi- 
ences and  interests.  Friendships  are 
formed,  some  lasting  and  others 
brief,  each  of  which  helps  fulfill 
the  need  for  human  companionship. 
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But  for  each  person  there  comes  a  need 
for  soUtude — time  to  appraise  his  own 
values  and  emotions  .  . .  time  to  be  him- 
self by  himself. 
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I  hope  this  year  at  Palm  Beach  Junior  College  has  provided  you 
with  new  opportunities  for  personal  growth  and  achievement  and 
that  you  have  responded  to  these  challenges  with  your  best  efforts. 

College  should  include  fun  and  fellowship  as  well  as  work.  Your 
participation  in  the  activity  and  club  programs  has  made  this  year  an 
excellent  one. 

I  particularly  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  of  those  stu- 
dents who  have  worked  on  the  GALLEON.  Their  diligent  efforts  to 
obtain  photographs  of  individuals  and  all  of  the  activities  held  during 
the  year  have  made  this  a  most  meaningful  book  which  will  be  en- 
joyed by  all  of  us  now,  and  even  more  in  the  years  to  come. 

We  follow  the  progress  of  our  graduates  with  pride  and  interest.
